TRADE FAIR AT SYDNEY; N.S.W. 


Postponement of Fair till 1917. 


With reference to the notice on p. 648 of the ‘ Board of ‘Trade 
Journal” of 8th June, and to previous notices, relative to the third 
Trade Fair of British and Allied goods, organised by the Sydney 
Chamber of Commerce, intended to be held in Sydney, N.S.W., in 
September next, the Sydney Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner 
in Australia reports that it has been considered advisable to postpone 
the Fair until 1917. 

This postponement is due to a request by the London Chamber 
of Commerce that, instead of the 1,000 ft. of stall frontage originally 
intended to be reserved for goods made in the United Kingdom 
(see p. 12 of the ‘Board of Trade Journal” of 6th April last), 
20,000 ft. of stall frontage should be assigned for that purpose. 
The Sydney Chamber states that every effort will be made to 
meet this request and in the meantime enquiries will be instituted 
with the object of securing a suitable building, or, if necessary, 
buildings, so that the stall requirements of intending exhibitors may 
be met and their goods displayed to the utmost advantage. It is 
probable, therefore, that the next Trade Fair will be on a much 
larger scale than either of the two previous exhibitions. 

The Sydney Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner emphasises the 
importance of the samples to be exhibited at the forthcoming Fair 
being accompanied by the agents of the manufacturers, and adds that 
should the intending exhibitors who have not yet appointed agents 
in Sydney desire to do so, the Sydney Office of H.M. Trade Com- 


missioner will furnish the names of suitable local representatives.

As from and after the seventh day of August, 1916, subject as 
hereinafter provided, the importation into the United Kingdom of the 
following goods is hereby prohibited, viz :— 

Air guns and rifles, 
Sporting guns, carbines and rifles.

Provided always, and it is hereby declared, that this prohibition 
shall not apply to any oranges which are the produce of any of Our

MARQUES.

2. That agtrue copy of the Bill of Lading (including any such 
note or memorandum thereupon as aforesaid) shall be sent to the 
representative at Lourenco Marques of the Government of the 
Union of South Africa, and evidence to the satisfaction of 
the proper Officer of Customs and Excise at the port of shipment 
that this condition has been fultilled shall be produced to such 
officer at the time of shipment or at any time thereafter as 
required by him. 

3. That the owner or shipper of any goods exported under the 
authority of this licence shall produce to H.M. Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise within such time as they may allow, proof to 
the satisfaction of the said Commissioners, that in accordance 
with the conditions aforesaid, the said goods were duly unshipped 
at the port of Lourenco Marques and were thence conveyed to 
and delivered at the ultimate destination named in or upon the 
Bill of Lading, or if not so unshipped, conveyed and delivered, 
that the unshipment, conveyance or delivery was prevented by 
circumstances beyond his control, and that in the absence of 
such proof, the goods shall be deemed to have been exported 
without a licence. 

The General Licence in question (No. W.T.D. 2304/16) is available 
for use by all exporters from the United Kingdom, and it need not be 
produced at the Custom House at the time of shipment.

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EXPORTS TO SOUTH-WEST AFRICA 
PROTECTORATE. 


The Director of the War Trade Department notifies that a General 
Licence, dated 12th July, has been issued by the Privy Council 
authorising the export to the port of Walvis Bay or Luderitzbucht in 
the territory formerly known as German South-West Africa, of 
certain goods which are named in Section (B) of the Prohibited List 
(i.e. goods the export of which is prohibited, except to British 
Possessions and Protectorates). 

Exporters desiring to avail themselves of this general licence are 
required thereby to observe the following conditions :— 


1. That the ultimate destination of the goods shall be a place 
within the territory formerly known as German South-West 
Africa and shall be shown so to be by the Bill of Lading in 
respect of the goods or by a note or memorandum upon such 
Bill of Lading. 

2. ‘That a true copy of such Bill of Lading (including any 
such note or memorandum thereupon as aforesaid) shall be pro- 
duced to the proper officer of Customs and Excise at the port of 
shipment either at the time of shipment or at any time there- 
after as required by him. 

3. That the goods shall be landed at the port of destination 
shown in the Bill of Lading and the relative shipping bill or 
other export document delivered to H.M. Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise, and at no other port or place, and shall be 
thence conveyed to and, delivered at the ultimate destination 
named in or upon the Bill of Lading. 

4. That the owner or shipper of any goods exported under the 
authority of this licence shall produce to H.M. Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise within such time as they may allow, proof 
to the satisfaction of the said Commissioners that the conditions 
aforesaid have been duly fulfilled or that such fulfilment was 
prevented by circumstances beyond his control, and in the 
absence of such proof, the goods shall be deemed to have been 
exported without a licence. 

5. ‘That the licence shall not apply to goods of the following 
descriptions :—(@) Unrifled fire arms and their component parts ; 
(4) Provisions and victuals which may be used as food for man ; 
and («) Mineral oils and lubricating oils.

DEFENCE OF THE REALM: NEW REGULATIONS. 


An Order-in-Council, dated 28th July, further amends the Regula- 
tions (called the ‘‘ Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 
1914”), made under the Defence of the Realm Consolidation Act, 
1914, for securing the public safety and the defence of the Realm. 
The Order-in-Council referred to orders, titer alia, the following 
amendments in the Regulations :— 

Melting down, etc. of Gold Coin. 

3. After regulation 30D the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 

‘30. A person shall not melt down, break up, or use otherwise 
than as currency any current gold coin, and if any person acts in 
contravention of this regulation he shall be guilty of a summary 
offence against these regulations.” 

Wireless Installations on British Ships. 

4. After regulation 37a the following regulation shall be 
inserted :— 

‘‘ 37B. (1) Every British ship of three thousand tons gross tonnage 
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or upwards in respect of which a licence to instal wireless telegraph 
apparatus has been granted by the Postmaster General, and which 
puts to sea from a port in the United Kingdom after a dats to be 
specified in such a licence, shall be provided with a wireless telegraph 
installation, and shall maintain a wireless telegraph service, and 
shall be provided with a certified operator, together with suitable 
accommodation for the apparatus and operator : 

‘‘ Provided that where a licence has been granted in respect of a 
ship before the making of this regulation, this obligation shall apply 
as if the twenty-first day of August, nineteen hundred and sixteen, 
were the date specified in the licence. 

‘“ (2) Application to the Postmaster General in a form prescribed 
by him for such a licence shall, unless a licence has before the making 
of this regulation been granted in respect of the ship, be made— 

(a) in the case of aship of such tonnage as aforesaid, registered 
in the United Kingdom, by the owner thereof on or before the 
twenty-first day of August nineteen hundred and sixteen; and 

(b) in the case of a British ship of such tonnage as aforesaid, 
registered elsewhere than in the United Kingdom, by the master 
of the ship within two days from the arrival of the ship in the 
United Kingdom next after the making of this regulation. 

“(3) The Postmaster-General shall, as and when wireless telegraph 
apparatus and the services of operators become available for the pur- 
pose, cause licences to be issued in respect of such ships as in the 
opinion of the Admiralty should in the national interests be fitted 
with such apparatus, and the licences shall specify the date as from 
which the carrying of such apparatus under this regulation is to be 
compulsory, the character of the apparatus, and the qualifications of 
the operator. 

(4) The Postmaster General may— 

(a) extend the time mentioned in the licence as the time 
within which any apparatus is to be provided; and 

(b) exempt any ship from the obligations imposed by this 
regulation. 

(0) If the provisions of this regulation or the terms of any licence 
granted thereunder are not complied with in the case of any ship, the 
master or owner of the ship shall be guilty of a summary offence 
against these regulations, and if any master or owner fails to make 
an application in accordance with this regulation he shall be guilty 
of a summary offence against these regulations, and in either case if 
the ship is at any time subsequently found at a port of or within 
the territorial waters adjoining the United Kingdom, the ship may 
be seized and detained. 

(6) In this regulation expressions have the same meaning as in 


the Merchant Shipping Acts, 1894 to 1914.”

than an authorised person, in the United Kingdom, he shall be

(a) the cocaine must be supplied on and in accordance with a 
written prescription of a duly qualified medical practitioner and 
dispensed by a_ person legally authorised to dispense such 
prescription ; 

(>) the prescription must be dated and signed by the medical 
practitioner with his full name and address and qualifications, 
and marked with the words ‘ Not to be repeated,’ and must 
specify the total amount of cocaine to be supplied on the 
prescription, except that, where the medicine to be supplied on 
the prescription is a proprietary medicine, it shall be sufficient 
to state the amount of the medicine to be supplied ; 

(c) cocaine shall not be supplied more than once on the 
same prescription except in pursuance of fresh directions duly 
endorsed on the prescription by the medical practitioner by 
whom it was originally issued, and signed with his name in full, 
and dated ; 

(7) the name of the person, firm, or body corporate dis- 
pensing the prescription, the address of the premises at which 
and the date on which it is dispensed, must be marked on the 
prescription ; 

(e) the ingredients of the prescription so dispensed, with the 
name and address of the person to whom it is sold or delivered, 
shall be entered in a book specially set apart for this sole purpose 
and kept on the premises where the prescription is dispensed, 
which book shall be open to inspection by any person authorised 
for the purpose by the Secretary of State. 


‘“‘(2) If any person, other than an authorised person or a person 
licensed to import cocaine, has in his possession any cocaine he shall 
be guilty of a summary offence against these regulations unless he 
proves that the cocaine was supplied on and in accordance with such 
a prescription as aforesaid. 

‘““(3) If any person sells, gives, procures, or supplies, or offers to 
sell, give, procure, or supply, opium to or for any person, other than 
an authorised person, in the United Kingdom, or if any person, not 
being an authorised person or a person licensed to import opium, has 
any opium in his possession, he shall be guilty of a summary offence 
against these regulations. 

‘“(4) If any person prepares opium tor smoking, or deals in or has 
in his possession any opium so prepared, he shall be guilty of a 
summary offence against these regulations. 

‘*(5) Every person who deals in cocaine or opium shall keep a 
record, in such form as may be prescribed by the Secretary of State, 
of all dealings in cocaine or opium effected by him, and if he fails to 
do so he shall be guilty of a summary offence against these regula- 
lations ; every such record shall be open to inspection by any person 
authorised for the purpose by the Secretary of State. 
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(6) If any person holding a general or special permit from the 
Secretary of State to purchase any drug to which this regulation 
applies fails to comply with any of the conditions subject to which 
the permit is granted, he shall be guilty of a summary offence against 
these regulations. 

(7) For the purpose of this regulation— 

The expression ‘authorised person’ means a duly qualified

The Home Office desires to call special attention to the provisions 
(see above) regulating the sale of cocaine and opium. ‘These pro- 
visions came into force on 28th July. It is illegal to deal in, supply, 
give, purchase or be in possession of cocaine (or any preparation, salt, 
derivative or admixture containing one part of cocaine in a thousand) 
or of opium (raw, powdered or granulated) except in the cases allowed 
by the regulation. As regards cocaine, persons other than duly 
qualified doctors, registered dentists, registered veterinary surgeons, 
chemists and druggists, or persons holding a general or special permit 
from the Home Office, are not to be allowed to obtain cocaine unless 
it has been prescribed for them by a duly qualified doctor on a pre- 
scription in a special form. 

As regards opium, the provisions, which are aimed at the extensive 
smuggling of opium from this country to the Kast and to the United 
States which is being carried on in contravention of the Proclamation 
prohibiting the export of opium and causes serious inconvenience and 
delay to British shipping, are somewhat different. Bond fide medical 
preparations containing opium will not be interfered with, but all 
dealings in opium itself are prohibited except in the case of persons 
authorised by the regulations or holding a general or special permit 
from the Home Office. 

The preparation of opium for smoking is also made an offence. 
The importation of cocaine or opium except under licence from the 
Home Office has simultaneously been prohibited by Proclamation 
under the Customs Consolidation Act, 1876 (see notice on pp. 319-20). 

Applications for licences to import or permits to obtain cocaine or 
opium must be made to the Home Office. 
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DEALINGS IN WOOL IN IRELAND.

ing conditions and exceptions :— 

1. No person shall sell or purchase, or enter into any transaction 
or negotiation in relation to the sale or purchaze of any such wool as 
aforesaid to or from any person who is not authorised by this general 
permit or by a special permit from the Army Council to purchase or 
sell the same. 

2. The following persons, unless holding a special permit from the 
Army Council for the purpose, shall not be authorised to purchase or 
sell, or enter into any transaction or negotiation in relation to the 
purchase or sale of any wool! as aforesaid, that is to say :— 

(a) Any person carrying on the business of manufacturer of 
woollen, worsted, or hosiery goods, in any textile tactory ; 

(>) Any person in respect of whom this general permit has 
been revoked by the Army Council on the ground that he has 
failed to comply with the conditions of this permit. 


3. No person who has not been in the habit of purchasing raw 
wool grown on sheep in Lreland shall, unless holding a special permit 
from the Army Council, be authorised to purchase or enter into 
transactions or negotiations for the purchase of the 1916 clip. 

4. No person shall ship from Ilreland or enter into negotiations for 
the shipment from Ireland of any such wool as aforesaid except under 
a special permit issued by the authority of the Army Council. 

5. No person shall sell or purchase or enter into any transaction or 
negotiation in relation to the sale or purchase of any such wool as 
aforesaid otherwise than in accordance with the following conditions :— 

(a) The price payable to the farmer for his wool shall be in 
accordance with the schedule of prices for the various kinds of 
Irish wool set out in the schedule hereto, and all persons 
authorised to purchase under this general permit or under any 
special permit shall pay to the farmer the fair value of his wool 
calculated on the basis of the prices set out in the said schedule; 

(b) The price for washed wool set out in the said schedule shall 
be paid only for well-washed wool in good condition, and the 
price for unwashed wool shall be paid only for unwashed wool in 
good light condition, and the usual deductions shall be made for 
wool of inferior condition ; 

(c) For all cast, stained, matted or otherwise faulty fleeces an 
allowance of one pound in weight per fleece shall be deducted in 
estimating the price payable to the farmer. For odd fleeces, 
unwashed, an allowance of two pounds per fleece shall be made; 

(d) No person shall mix with or wind in any fleeces of the 
1916 clip any broken or dead wool, locks, daggings, or other 
matter whatsoever ; 
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(e) The price payable to the farmer for broken or dead wool, 
locks, daggings, and other classes of wool not specified in the 
said schedule, shall be calculated on the basis of the price for 
washed or unwashed fleece wools in good condition set out in the 
said schedule. 

Any question as to whether any of the above conditions has been 
contravened shall be finally decided by the authority of the Army 
Council in such manner as they may determine. 

This general permit shall remain in force until revoked by the 
Army Council. 

Any person who sells or purchases any such wool as aforesaid in con- 
travention of any of the foregoing provisions is liable to heavy penal- 
ties under the Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 
1914.

PETROL SUPPLIES. 


The Press Bureau is authorised to announce that persons and firms 
engaged in transport work for munition purposes or using petrol for 
power should not regard as final the first assignment of petrol which 
has been made to them for their lorries or other transport vehicles or 
for power. The Ministry of Munitions are taking steps to ensure the 
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provision of such supplies as are essential for munition purposes in 
order to prevent any interruption of output. 

If any persons or firms engaged on munitions work, to whom a 
supply of petrol sufficient for their munition requirements has not 
been assigned, will furnish full particulars of their needs to the local 
area office of the Ministry of Munitions their applications will receive 


consideration. 





NOTICE TO PERSONS LEAVING THE UNITED 
KINGDOM. 


The Secretary of the War Office announces that persons leaving 
the United Kingdom for destinations abroad are warned that docu- 
ments, whether printed or written, other than those needed to 
establish their identity, are liable to be detained at the ports of 
embarkation for examination. 

Travellers are thereiore advised not to carry written or printed 
matter on their persons or in their baggage unless such documents 


are essential for the purposes of the voyave. 
‘Travellers will save themselves much inconvenience if, a few days 
before they intend to sail, they despatch by post to their proposed 


destination abroad, all documents not needed on their voyage. 





NATIONAL INSURANCE (PART II.) (MUNITION 
WORKERS) ACT, 1916. 


An Act to extend the provisions of the National Insurance Act, 
1911, relating to unemployment insurance to certain trades and 
employments in connection with the present war, received the Royal 
Assent on 19th July. This Act makes the provisions of the 1911] 
Act as amended by the Acts of 1914 and 1915, and regulations 
thereunder, applicable to every person, being a workman within the 
meaning of the principa! Act, who (1) is engaged on or in connection 
with munitions work (except such classes of such work as the Board 
of ‘Trade may exclude), or (2) is employed in any of the following 
trades :—'The manutacture of animunition, fireworks, and explosives ; 
the manufacture of chemicals, including oils, lubricants, soap, candles, 
paints, colours, and varnish; the manufacture of metals and the 
manufacture or repair of metal goods; the manufacture of rubber 
and goods made therefrom; the manufacture of leather and leather 
goods ; the manufacture of bricks, cement, and artificial stone and 
other artificial building materials; saw milling, including machine 
woodwork, and the manufacture of wooden cases. ‘The provisions 
also apply to employers of such workmen.

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ENEMY BUSINESSES IN AUSTRALIA,

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TAX ON WAR PROFITS IN FRANCE. 
Law now in Force. 


With reference to the notice on p. 700 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 9th March last, relative to the proposed taxation of war 
profits in France, it is notified that the “ Journal Official” (Paris) of 
2nd July publishes the text of the Law, which came into force on 
Ist July. 

All firms and persons affected by the tax should make the required 
declaration to the Mairie of their arrondissement at latest by 31st 
August. Should the declaration not be filed by this date, the 
Authorities allow a further month after which they are entitled to 
apply the tax to defaulting persons upon such figures as they (the 
Authorities) consider adequate.

ENEMY PATENTS AND TRADE MARKS, ETC. IN 
PORTUGUESE COLONIES. 


The “ Diario do Governo ” (Lisbon) of 13th July publishes a Decree 
(No. 2,504) applying, in the Portuguese Colonies, to subjects of the 
countries allied to Germany the provisions of Decree No. 2,350 of 
20th April (see pp. 283-4 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 4th 
May)-—now applicable to such subjects in Portugal itself (see p. 176 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 20th July)—as regards 
industrial and commercial property.

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BRAZIL (PORTO ALEGRE).—H.M. Consul at Porto Alegre (Dr. 
T. C. Dillon) reports on the trade and commerce of his Consular 
district during 1915, as follows :— 

In 1915 both imports and exports were handicapped, the effects 
of the European upheaval being deeply felt. Imports especially 
suffered owing to the restrictions on exports from Kurope and the 
difficulty of transport. In consequence of the difficulty in obtaining 
goods from Europe, imports from the United States have considerably 
increased. Importers, however, are not satisfied and are anxious to 
renew trade with Europe. Local industries have naturally suffered 
from the universal depression, and some of the smaller concerns have 
had to close down. Others have been working only half time, this 
being due partly to the depression and partly to the scarcity of 
raw material. ‘The products ot the local factories were partly 
consumed locally and partly exported to the north of the Republic. 

Imports.—No statistics are published, but approximate figures for 
imports into the Porto Alegre district through the Custom House 
give a total of £1,900,000 in 1914, as compared with 
£2,575,000 in 1913, and £2,374,000 in 1912. Figures for 1915 are 
not yet available, but the classes of goods imported comprised textiles, 
tin plates, corrugated roofing sheets, drugs and chemicals, hardware, 
ironware for building purposes, liquors, machinery. preserves and 
grocers’ specialities, salt, caustic soda, tea, surgicil appliances, cement, 
linseed oi], malt, shoes, paper, cork, sewing cotton, lead, copper 
sulphate, wheaten flour, fencing wire and staples for wire fencing, 
resin, and marble. 

British goods headed the list of fewtiles, which consisted of 
cotton goods, fancy dress goods, cashmeres, laces, lace curtains, 
flannelettes, etc. T%nplates were formerly practically a British 
monopoly in the Porto Alegro market; the United States in 1915 
furnished 50 per cent. of the importation. In galvinised tron roofing 
sheets the United States furnished the market in the proportion of 
four to one as compared with the British supply. In 1915 the greater 
part of the importation of drugs and chemicals was from the United 
Kingdom, France occupying the second place. In iron work for con- 
structional purposes the United Kingdom came third. With regard 
to machines and machiner, the United Kingdom stood first, the 
second place being occupied by the United States with 10 per cent. 
of the supply. The greater part of preserves and grocers’ specialities 
and all the few imported came from the United Kingdom. In crockery 
and earthenware the United Kingdom supplied six times as much as 
the Netherlands, the other chief source of supply. Portland cement 
was supplied by the United Kingdom and the United States, the 
former supplying 50 per cent. more than the latter. Shoes are 
imported from the United Kingdom in small quantities. Sewing 
cotton is a British monopoly not only i in Porto Alegre, but throughout 
Brazil. Lead and copper sulphates are solely imported from the United 
Kingdom, while wheaten jlour, resin, fencing wire and stuples for wire 
fencing come solely from the United States. 
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The irregularity of transport of cargo, which in the early part of 
1915 caused much annoyance to importers, has practically ceased. 
Coastwise imports amounted in 1915 to about the same figure as in 
recent years, viz., about £1,500,000. 

Kxports.—According to Government reports, the exports trom the 
district amounted in value to about £1,779,000 in 1914, as compared 
with £2,382,254 in 1913. Though figures are not available for 1915, 
it is computed that exports from the district have trebled. Exports 
include jerked beef (30 per cent.) ; lard (18 per cent.) ; salted hides 
(11 per cent.); black beans, mandioca meal, and tobacco (6 per cent. 
each); rice, tallow, wool and maté (4 per cent. each); dried hides 
and wine (3 per cent. each) ; and sundries (1 per cent.). 

Ontaloques, eic—The vernacular is Portuguese, but owing to the 
large German population, German is nearly as much spoken. French 
and Spanish are also understood. Commercial correspondence 1s 
chiefly carried on in Portuguese or German. 

Catalogues continue occasionally to be received from United 
Kingdom firms printed in English and with the British system of 
weights and measures. Such catalogues for the Porto Alegre market 
are absolutely worthless. Catalogues must for preference be printed 
in Portuguese and, failing that, in French. Befora the war German 
houses sent their catalogues in German, for the simple reason that 
20 per cent. of the population in the district is German and 
practically all the local firms understand German, but not Hnglish.

PORTUGUESE GUINEA.—The Acting British Consul-General at 
Dakar (Mr. P. H. Stormont) has furnished the following information 
relative to trade conditions in Portuguese Guinea :— 

The imports and exports of the Colony are of a nature similar to 
those of British West Africa. The greater part of the trade in toys, 
cutlery, mirrors, hardware, leather goods, boots and shoes, hosiery, 
umbrellas, perfumery, kitchen utensils, enamelled ware, glassware, 
rice, sugar and certain cotton goods, was in articles of German origin. 
from France are imported preserves, biscuits, and sagar, and from 
the United Kingdom come practically all the cotton goods. 

British firms, it is said, do not advertise sufficiently ; a more 
generous outlay in printed advertising matter is required to attract 
attention to their wares. Prices quoted should be c.i.f. Portuguese 
Guinea. Caution is required in giving credit as some firms have 
in recent years suffered loss in this respect. 

German trade with the Colony had increased very rapidly as a 
result principally of a regular steamship service with Germany, and 
owing also to the German’s better knowledge of the country and to 
greater banking facilities obtained by him there. When a regular 
British steamship service with Liverpool is established there will be 
exceptional opportunities for the capture of German trade in th, 
Colony. (C.1.B. 85,196.) 
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Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner in Australia (Mr. G. T. Milne) has 
recently concluded an official tour throughout the United Kingdom 
for the purpose of meeting manufacturers and merchants interested 
in trade with Australia. 

In addition to London, the following centres were visited :— 
Bristol, Newport (Mon), Cardiff, Birmingham, Wolverhampton, 
Walsall, Coventry, Leicester, Nottingham, Derby, Stoke-on-Trent, 
Dublin, Liverpool, Manchester, Sheffield, Huddersfield, Leeds, 
Bradford, Middlesbrough, Newcastle, Edinburgh, Dunfermline, 
Dundee, and Glasgow. ‘The tour extended over a period of about 
three and a half months (20th March to 30th June). The actual 
working time occupied in interviews and visits to works was 69 days, 
of which 244 were spent in London and 444 in provincial centres. 
The remainder of the time was occupied in travel and on official work 
in London. 

The total number of interviews arranged for was 916 and the actual 
number of interviews held was 705. In addition, 31 works were 
visited. When the abnormal conditions governing business at the 
present time are taken into account, the actual number of interviews 
which took place will probably be regarded as satisfactory, and as 
evidencing an increased appreciation on the part of United Kingdom 
manufacturers of official efforts to stimulate the export trade of the 
country. 

Agency Representation.— While the subject matter of the interviews 
naturally covered a wide field the largest number had reference to 
representation and distributing methods. Many of the firms inter- 
viewing the Commissioner are already represented in Australia and, 
when that representation is efficient in character, the interview had 
reference chiefly to general conditions and the business outlook in the 
Commonwealth. In other instances dissatisfaction was expressed 
with existing agency arrangements, while numerous enquiries were 
made by firms hitherto unrepresented in the Commonwealth, In both 
these cases the firms were recommended to communicate with H.M. 
Trade Commissioner’s Australian offices, 

In cases where the appointment of an agent did not appear to be 
justified, firms were usually referred to the Commercial Intelligence 
ranch of the Board of ‘Trade fora list of importers of the goods in 
which they were interested. ‘The value of collective representation of 
groups of firms engaged in the manufacture of goods allied but not 
competitive in character is meeting with increased recognition among 
those who have the interests of the export trade at heart, and, as 
occasion offered, Mr. Milne pointed out to his enquirers the importance 
of this aspect of representation. While in some instances the 
theoretical value of representation of this kind was recognised, it 
cannot be said that there was much evidence of determination to 
prove this system by actual experiment. With many of the smaller 
firms, the need of educating them on the point is apparent. 


Federal Income Tax.—A large number of enquiries had reference to 
the income tax legislation recently enacted by the Commonwealth, 
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under which it is sought to assess, for the purposes of taxation, income 
derived by British manufacturers who have agents in the Common- 
wealth. 

Australian Tariff—As was to be expected, a number of enquiries 
had reference to the Australian tariff, and in some cases written 
representations were, at the suggestion of the Commissioner, for- 
warded to him for transmission to the Minister of Trade and Customs 
in Melbourne. As was pointed out to those meeting difficulty in 
connection with the tariff, the existing tariff has not yet been debated 
in Parliament, but it is expected to be shortly, and the present time 
is opportune for submitting to the Minister any representations 
having in view a modification of its ternis. 

Other matters.— A very satisfactory feature of several of the inter- 
views was an expression by firms of their intention to send out to 
Australia a responsible officer of the firm when conditions permit.

TRADE ENQUIRIES REGARDING MARKETS ABROAD. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade 
invites applications from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of extending their trade in 
markets abroad. Such applications should specify the countries 
tor which information is desired, and indicate— 

(a) The precise kind of goods about which the enquirer desires 
information, and 

(b) ‘The particular points in regard to which he especially wants 
to be informed. 

Attention is directed to this matter because, if applicants would 
make their enquiries more precise, they would benefit by receiving 
more precise information. It would also be in their interest to state 
whether they have already succeeded in obtaining any trade in the 
countries in question, whether they are represented by agents there, 
and if so by whom, and whether they are satisfied with their repre- 
sentation. 

Applicants for information may apply direct to H,.M. Trade Com- 
missioners and the Imperial ‘Trade Correspondents in the Dominions, 
the correspondents of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade in other parts of the Empire, and to H.M. Consular 
Officers in foreign countries, but it is generally desirable that they 
should apply, in the first imstance, to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., because by the adoption 
of this course much delay may be avoided in those cases in which 
the Branch is already in possession of the required information. 
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SEA-BORNE TRADE OF BOMBAY IN _ 1915-16. 


The following particulars respecting the sea-borne trade of the 
Bombay Presidency, excluding Sind, during the year ended 31st 
March, 1916, have been taken from the annual report of the Collector 
of Customs at Bombay :— 


The aggregate value of the total trade of the Bombay Presidency, 
excluding Sind, during the year ended 3Slst March, 1916, was 
1,47,00,00,000 rupees, showing a fall of 9,00,00,000 rapees as com- 
pared with the total trade in the previous year, This decrease, which 
is attributable to the effects of the war, comprised a fal! of 8,50,00,000 
rupees in private trade, and 50,00,000 rupees in Government transac- 
tions which declined from 4,00,00,000 rupees in 1914-15 to 
3,90,00,000 rupees. 

The returns for 1914-15 included four months of normal trade, 
whereas the year 1915-16 was a period of continuous war, during 
which the normal processes of trade and finance had to be re- 
adjusted and subordinated to war purposes. ‘The direct result 
was to keep closed all trade with enemy countries, to raise freights 
to a very high figure, to restrict or control trade owing to the 
special measures taken, the object of which was to prevent supplies 
reaching the enemy, to stimulate the export of articles required by 
the United Kingdom or the Aliies, and to conserve supplies in India. 
The monsoon was late in arriving and was not satisfactory in the 
North-West of India. The prospects, however, were improved by the 
rainfall which occurred in September and October and was most 
beneficial to rabi crops in the north of India. ‘The consequence of 
all the conditions has been to decrease the volume of the sea-borne 
trade both in imports and exports of merchandise. Exchange 
difficulties, which were experienced by all belligerent countries, were 
not experienced to the same degree at all in India, where exchange 
remained stable. A further result of the war has been to attract 
increased attention to the opportunities offered to Indian industries, 
now that so many of the usual sources of supply have been cut off, 
and a Commission has recently been. appointed to examine the 
possibilities of further industrial development. The cessation of trade 
with enemy countries and the curtailment of trade with France and 
Belgium were counterbalanced by noticeable increases in the imports 
from Java, Japan and the United States of America, and the exports 
to the United Kingdom, Japan, China and Persia. 

The total value of the merchandise (exclusive of Government stores) 
imported into the port of Bombay* in the foreign trade during the 
year ended 3lst March, 1916, was 44,20,69,000 rupees as compared 
with 46,07,69,000 rupees in 1914-15. 

The following table shows the values of some of the principal items 
contributing to this trade :—

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DEVELOPMENT OF ECONOMIC RELATIONS 
WITH ITALY. 
Formation of Anglo-Italian Companies. 


In answer to a question asked in the House of Commons on the 
31st July, enquiring whether the Chancellor of the Exchequer was in a 
position to give any information with regard to the formation of a 
company to promote the joint economic interests of the United 
Kingdom and Italy, and what financial assistance, if any, was being 
provided by the British Government, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
(Mr. R. McKenna) made the following statement :— 

“A British company, under the title of the British Italian Corpora- 
tion, Limited, with a capital of £1,000,000, was registered on the 20th 
July. There will be no public issue, the capital having been sub- 
scribed privately, chiefly amongst banks. 

“The Directors are :— 

“J. W. Beaumont Pease, Esq., Deputy-Chairman of Lioyd’s Bank, 
Limited, who has been elected Chairman of the Board; Arthur Hull, 
Esq., Director of the London County and Westminster Bank, Limited ; 
Sir Henry Babington Smith, K.C.B.; Robert Henry Benson, Esq., of 
Robert Benson and Company, Chairman of the Merchants’ Trust, 
Limited ; Joseph Burn, Esq., Actuary, Prudential Assurance Com- 
pany, Limited; Riccardo Bianchi, Esq., Director of the Credito 
Italiano, former General Manager of the Italian State Railways; 
Alberto Pirelli, Esq., Managing Partner in Pirelli and Co., Mauu- 
facturers, Milan; and I. G. Manzi-Fé, Esq., Member of the Central 
Board of Management cf the Credito Italiano. A sixth British 
director will be added. 

“The British Government agree to contribute to the company by 
way of subsidy, during each of the first ten years after its incorpora- 
tion, an annual sum of £50,000 or the equivalent of 5 per cent. upon 
its paid-up capital if less than £1,000,000. In consideration of the 
subsidy, the company agrees to pay to the Government amounts equal 
to any dividend above a cumulative dividend of 5 per cent. per 
annum which the directors may distribute to the shareholders in any 
year after making such provision as the directors may think desirable 
for bad and doubtful debts and the establishment of a reserve fund, 
until by such means the Government have been repaid (without 
interest) the amount so received by the company by way of subsidy. 

“I propese to ask Parliament to give covering authority for the 
subsidy in the next Government War Obligations Bill. 

A company, under the stvle of the ‘‘ Compagnia Italo Britannica,” 
will forthwith be formed under Italian law, with a capital of 
10,000,000 lire (£400,000), one-half of which is to be taken by the 
British Italian Corporation, Limited, and the other half by the Credito 
Italiano and their friends. 

‘Out of the nine directors of the Italian company three will be 
British. 

‘The two companies will work together in close collaboration, and 
arrangements have been made by which their interests will be, as far 
as possible, identified, except that the subsidy of the British Govern- 
ment will naturally remain for the benefit of the British company 
exclusively. 
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“The primary object of the two companies is the development of the 
economic relations between the British Empire and Italy, and the 
promotion of undertakings in the commercial and industrial field in 
Italy. They will carry out banking and financial operations which 
do not necessarily fall within the strict definition of banking as 
understood in this country.” 





IMPORT TRADE OF EAST AFRICA 
PROTECTORATE IN 1914-15. 


According to the Report for the year ended 31st March, 1915, by 
the Chief of Customs of the East Africa Protectorate (the Board of 
Trade correspondent for the Colony) the imports of merchandise 
(exclusive of Government stores) into the Protectorate during that 
period amounted in value to £1,469,210, as compared with £2,147,937 
in 1913-14, a decrease of £678,727 or 31 per cent. 

The values of some of the more important articles of merchandise 
imported into the East Africa Protectorate in the year ended 31st 
March, 1915, as compared with the two previous years, were as

Of these imports, cotton goods continued to constitute the largest 
and most important class, representing 19 per cent. of the total 
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trade imports. ‘lhe United Kingdom’s share of this trade amounted 
to £80,409, or 30 per cent. of the whole. American goods receded 
from £132,821 to £42,306 during the year. Imports of grey sheetings 
from the United States, hitherto the chief feature in her cotton trade 
with the East Africa Protectorate, receded to the extent of 68 per cent. 
in 1914-15. The reason for the fall in the total imports of cotton goods 
as compared with 1913-14 may be found in the fact that the local 
markets were well supplied before the war. The outbreak of war 
disturbed the whole condition of trade, re-exports to German Kast 
Africa ceased, and stocks accordingly accumulated. 

The class next in importance was grain, forming 11 per cent. of the 
total trade imports, About 96 per cent. of the total grain imported 
came from India, 

The third largest value was represented by imports of provisions, 
which increased by 9 per cent. as compared with the 1913-14 total. 
The United Kingdom again secured the bulk of this business with a 
value of £67,957, or 48 per cent of the total imports. 

Imports of sugar took the fourth place in order of value, and showed 
an increase in value of £7,503 combined with a decrease in quantity of 
14,942 ewts., as compared with 1913-14. Java now occupies the first 
place as exporter of sugar to the Protectorate, having sent 29,960 
ewts. of the total of 75,287 cwts, imported in 1914-15. 

Imports of building materials, which in previous years came second 
in the list of imports, in 1914-15 occupied the fifth place in order of 
value. Timber headed the list with 34 per cent. of the total imports 
of building material. Galvanised iren sheets showed a decrease of 55 
per cent. in quantity as well as a corresponding decrease in value. 
All the galvanised iron sheets imported came from the United 
Kingdom. Cement showed a decrease of 523 cwts. in quantity and 
an increase of £395 in value; 80 per cent. of the import of this 
commodity was of British origin. The war has been responsible for 
a very noticeable set-back in building operations, 

Owing to the war, imports of vehicles and parts showed a decrease 
of £34,731 or 37 per cent. In the first half of the year however, the 
outlook was excellent owing to the growing demand for motor cars, 
cycles, etc. 

There was a decrease of £48,014, or 46 per cent., in imports of 
machinery. The United Kingdom surpassed all other sources of 
supply and contributed 85 per cent. of the total. 

Imports of agricultural implements declined in value from £47,717 
in 1913-14 to £21,132 in 1914-15, or 56 per cent. The share of the 
United Kingdom increased from 40 per cent. to 57 per cent. in 
relation to the total. It is hoped that every advantage will be taken, 
by United Kingdom manufacturers, of the great demand for agri- 
cultural implements, principally cheap hoes. Figures show they could 
more than double their present trade.

Articles of perfumery for medical use which are already subject. to

RUSSIA. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Petrograd has furnished the following 
translation of a notice published in the 
‘“‘Torgovo Promyshlennaya Gazeta” (Petro- 
grad) of 12th/25th June :— 

“In view of the fact that many commercial travellers coming from 
abroad as representatives of foreign firms to obtain orders through 
samples, evade paying the industrial tax, thereby involving not only 
loss to the ‘l'reasury but also disproportionate assessment of taxation, 
the Department of Assessed Taxation, acting in concurrence with the 
Customs Department, has now given orders that, in cases when it 
shall be found that such commercial travellers have not taken out the 
licences required by the law, the Custom Houses shall immediately 
exact from them, under signature, their address and the nearest com- 
mercial points which they intend to visit, for the information of the 
tax inspectors. ‘The latter are to require commercial travellers to 
lodge a deposit equal to the cost, and as security for the payment, 
of the necessary licences which they have failed to procure. In 
cases of refusal to lodge the deposit the tax inspectors may seize 


the goods, to the amount of the deposit, for sale by auction.”

Commerce have recently passed a_ resolution 
regarding ocean services after the war, which is to be submitted to 
the Japanese Government as representing the views of the Yokohama 
business community. 
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JAPAN —continued. 


The resolution states that in view of the changes in the trade 
of the world during the war and those expected after the war, it 
is deemed imperative to improve the ocean services maintained 
by the Japanese lines. The main points of reform suggested 
are:—Yokohama should be the terminus for all ocean services 
maintained by Japanese steamship lines; the steamers employed on 
the ocean services should not book space ahead for cargo at foreign 
ports if the space is required at Japanese ports ; all Japanese vessels 
run under mail contracts should be changed to cargo boats as far as 
possible; all ocean services should be improved by enlarging the 
tonnage employed, increasing the size of the hulls employed, 
increasing the speed of boats, saving time in loading and unloading, 
and minimising the time taken in voyages. 

The resolution also points out improvements to be initiated in 
individual services, as follows: (1) After the restoration of peace 
European liners should touch at Genoa and Rotterdam in addition to 
the ports of call now adopted ; (2) on the Pacific, the San Francisco 
—Honolulu service should be increased ; (3) the South American 
service should be improved so as to maintain a monthly service 
through either the Panama Canal or the Straits of Magellan, and 
should include the ports of call on the east coast of South America, 
Brazil, and Argentina; (4) the Australian service should be extended 
to New Zealand and also call at Adelaide, the service being twice a 
month instead of four times a month as at present ; the south service 
should be extended to the west coast of Australia, so as better to 
connect Japan with the Commonwealth; and (5) a direct service 
should be inaugurated between Japan and Siam, as well as Saigon 
and other French Indo-China ports. (C. 20,955.)

s As regards prices, the abnormal scarcity of the mineral habitually 
brought in and sold by the small holders at Ekaterinburg has tended 
to make these people (remembering last year’s rapid fluctuations) 
very cautious, and most of them now prefer to pledge their mineral 
with the banks, with the idea of waiting for higher prices, than to 
take prices ruling at present, viz, 67,500 roubles per poud (for 
quantities up to 10 lbs.). Larger quantities—one poud and over— 
are unobtainable under 68,000 to 68,500 roubles per poud. The 
future as regards prices is largely dependent on the quantities the 
Government allow to be exported, as the Russian internal consump- 
tion is not sufficient to influence prices either one way or the other.

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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. H. 1). Nugent) reports that, 
according toa statement recently issued by, the 
Alumini : United States Geological Survey, the bauxite 
uminium Industries a wee 
in 1915 and aluminium industries in the United States 
had a flourishing year in 1915. The pro- 
duction of bauxite amounted to 297,041 tons, valued at 1,514,834 
dols., an increase of 77,723 tons, or 35 per cent., in quantity 
and of 445,640 dols., or 41 per cent., in value as compared with 
1914. This abnormally large increase in bauxite production was 
due to the greatly increased activity in the aluminium industry. 
The quartity of foreign bauxite used during the year was exceedingly 
small, and out of a total consumption of more than 300,000 tons 
only slightly more than 1 per cent. was imported. Arkansas produced 
more than 90 per cent. of the domestic production, and Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Tennessee contributed the remainder. 

In spite of the fact that 99,806,000 lbs. of metallic aluminium were 
consumed in the United States in 1915, there was a great scarcity of 
the metal in the country, especially during the later part of the year. 
The chief causes of the scarcity were a greatly increased demand, and 
the curtailment of imports. (C. 22,276.)

HAYTI. 
H.M. Embassy at Washington direct attention to the following 
particulars regarding the coal deposits of Hayti, 
Lignite Deposits. which have been extracted from reports by United 
States Consular Officers in MHayti to their 
Government :— 

According to reports made by mining engineers who have at 
different times visited that region, there exists at Maissade, 
Arrondissement of Hinche, in the Department of the Artibonite, on 
the line of the National Railway of Hayti, an extensive deposit of 
lignite of good quality. Another lignite deposit exists in the 
Arrondissement of Mirebalais, Department of the West. The location 
has been visited by foreign engineers who have reported favourably 
on the deposit and the quality of the coal. 

At Camp Perrin, in the southern district, 2} miles from the city of 
Aux Cayes on a level road, there is a deposit of two or three layers of 
good lignite. Seven tons of surface coal were given for trial to one 
of the steamers of the Hamburg-American Line and it was found that 
the coal burned very well, but left much residue. In the investiga- 
tions made by engineers, the latter stated that they were satisfied that 
if the deposit were opened up and worked the quality of the coal would 
be found to be much better than that taken from the surface. 

The only deposits of coal reported in the Cape Haytien district are 
those found in the Arrondissement of Marmelade. A French engineer, 
18 years ago, estimated the deposits at 500,000 tons. Various 
engineers who have since visited the region stated that the deposits 
consist of an inferior soft coal of too small a value to make their 
exploitation worth while. (C. 21,673.)

H.M. Consul at Batoum (Mr. P. Stevens) has furnished, under date 
4th July, the following particulars regarding crop conditions in his 
Consular district :— 


In most of the Governments and Provinces included in the Batoum 
Consular district the growth of cereals and grass 
during the 1916 season is, generally speaking, 
satisfactory. With but few exceptions, weather 
conditions in the early spring, throughout May and the first half of 
June, were favourable for the healthy development of all crops. Few 
hailstorms were experienced, and there were timely seasonable rains 
in all parts of the district during the season. In June unusually hot 
weather prevailed in many localities, accompanied by a somewhat 
dry period which, however, in only a few instances, affected the pro- 
gress of cereal crops. 

Cereals— Winter corn is, on the whole, of fair average yield and 
quality. In June the outlook in regard to spring-sown cereal crops 
was good in the Provinces of Ter and Kuban, with the exception of 
the T'aman district of Kuban, where the yield is likely to be below 
average. In certain localities of the Vladikavkaz district of the 
Province of Ter hail fell in the middle of June, causing serious 
damage to cereal crops on lands belonging to the Stanitzas of Arhousk 
and ‘Tarsk. 

In the Governments of Stavropol and Astrakhan the outlook is 
reported to be good. In the Governments of Tiflis and Erivan, and 
in the Province of Kars, cereals, as a rule, are good. In the 
Geoktchai, Djevat, and Shemaha districts of the Government of 
Baku, in the Arish and Nuha districts of the Government of Eliza- 
vetpol, and in one or two unimportant localities of the Province of 
Kars, they are below average. In all other Governments the corn 
crop is good and a yield above the average is expected. 

In view of the prevalent dry weather since the beginning of June, 
maize is making slow progress in the Province of Batoum. In the 
lowlands of the Government of Kutais, maize is progressing under 
favourable conditions and crop prospects are reported to be very good. 
In the highlands of Imeretia the outlook is not so promising, and the 
returns are likely to be below the average. Should the dry weather 
continue much longer, cereal, and especially the maize, crop prospects 
in the Government of Tchernomoria will also be somewhat dis- 
appointing. 

Cotton—The 1916 cotton crop, in the Nugan steppe, has been 
seriously affected by the dry season and lack of water for irrigation 
purposes. ‘The likelihood of a good harvest in this locality is conse- 
quently very remote and the cotton crop is not expected to exceed a 
“below average” yield. In the plantations of the Government of 
Erivan, however, where prevailing weather conditions during the 
season were quite favourable to the development of cotton, the output 
is expected to be good and much above the average. 

Viticulture.— Since the outbreak of war viticulture in the Caucasus

has suffered much owing to the increase of vine diseases, principally 
phylloxera, in consequence of the absence of sulphate of copper for 
spraying. Only a very small quantity of sulphate of copper was 
imported during the 1915-16 season. The 1916 vine crops in the 
Governments of Kutais, Tiflis and Erivan are reported to be of fair 
average, but fungus diseases are rife and will injuriously affect the 
output of grapes. In some of the more fortunate parts of Gouria, 
where disease on the vine has not appeared, the crop is reported to be 
excellent and the results of the season are likely to be good both as 
regards quality and quantity. 

The prices of wine during the months of May and June advanced 
considerably and are now very high. 

Sericulture.—The cocoon harvest of 1916 in the Western Caucasus 
has proved an average one. ‘The white mulberry leaf is reported to 
have been fairly plentiful during the feeding season. ‘The weight of 
cocoons raised does not, however, appear to exceed 30 lbs. per oz. of 
eggs. Owing to the war, difficulty was experienced in procuring 
silkworm eggs, which are usually imported from Italy, the south 
of France, and ‘Turkey. 

First quality cocoons are being sold at Kutais at 24 roubles, 
second quality at 22 roubles and third quality at 20 roubles per 
poud. In the district of Khon the respective prices are 25 roubles, 
23 roubles, and 22 roubles; at Ozurgeti 23 roubles, 22 roubles and 
19 roubles; and at Zugdidi 22 roubles, 20 roubles and 18 roubles 
respectively. (C. 22,529.)

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COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH of the BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is a centre at 
which information on all subjects of commercial interest is collected 
and classified in a form convenient for reference, and at which, so far 
as the interests of British trade permit, replies are given to enquiries 
by traders on commercial matters. As far as is possible, the Branch 
supplies, on personal or written application, information with regard 
to the following subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to 
Tender and other openings for British Trade; Lists of manufacturers 
at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of 
business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations; Commercial Statistics; Forms of Certificates 
of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers; Sources 
of Supply, Prices, &c. of ‘l'rade Products; Shipping and Transport ; 
etc., etc. 

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial products 
which are received from abroad from time to time are exhibited at 
the offices of the Branch. 

The samples collected since the war began of goods of German and 
Austrian manufacture, which have been sold in British markets 
abroad and in certain foreign markets, have recently been exhibited 
at Sheffield, Liverpool, Birmingham and Manchester; they are being 
exhibited at Bristol this week and will shortly be exhibited at Dublin. 
See notice on p. 295. 

The British Industries Fair, 1916, was held at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, London, from 21st February to 3rd March. The 
Board of Trade have decided to hold another Fair in London next 
year (1917) from Monday, 26th February, to Friday, 9th March, 
inclusive.

Umpire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of Trade, 

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application.
